SUBJECT: POLICE AND COURTS BUILDING

We have attached hereto a tabulation of the bids received Jenuary 6 on the
construction of the Police and Courts Building.

If we are to consider only the base bid, vhich is only the main Police
Building, the total construction would be $386,503. This is in excess of the
$350,000 bond money available for its construction. Approximetely three hundred
forty (340) days will be required by the low bidder to complete the construction.
This will carry the comstruction date into 1954. Since the completion will be
in 1954 the excess of cost for the construction of the building could be taken
care of in the budget of 1954,

To build the main building only would not provide any accommodations,
lockers, showers, ete. for our Police Persomnel.

We would, therefore, recommend for your earnest consideration that the
base bid incorporate the main building plus the remodeling of the northwest
Market Building into & locker and shower room as is set forth in Alternate No. 1,
We would further recommend that only sbout 50% of the jail equipmeht, celis,
etc. be installed at this time. This would provide & Jail capacity equal to that
which we now have.
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On i:he gbove premise we would recommend that the contract be awarded to
the following contractors, being low bidders thereon:

Bid No. 1 W. D. Anderson, General Contract $277,878
Bid No. 2 Pats Plunbing & Elect. Co., Plumbing 23,173
Bid No. 3 Young & Pratt, Heating & A.C. 42,696
Bid No. & R. 0. Davis, Electric 32,673

TOTAL $376, 420

. The contract provides that 10% be retained, on the construction price,
untlil the building hed been finally completed and accepted. Since this will
come in 1954 $37,642 will then be paid in 1954, a new budget year. This would
then leave only $338,778 to be paid in 1953 for which we have $350,000 set up
in our budget.

Whatever part of jail eguipment that could be purchased could be contract-
ed for delivery in 1954 and no monies would be required in 1953 for it.

The total cost of the construction of the bullding and installation of
‘part of the jail equipment would gpproximate $411,154. Thus approximately
$61,000 of additional monies willnsed”tébesprovfgéain 1954 over and above the
available bond money t0 accomplish the above recommendation.
